DISPUTING OVER BODY 


Further Details of the Intensely Tragic Death of Desperado, 


Harry Tracy, Who Fought Bravely to the 


Last«=His Leg Was Broken. 


Davenport, Wash., Aug. 7—Nothing 


is left of Harry Tracy's outfit, but his 
i>ody and that is closely guarded to 
keep the relic hunters from taking it 
away. When the corpse of the notor- 
ious bandit was brought to the local 
morgue yesterday the crowd became 
so demonstrative that the doors of the 
building were ordered closed. Later 
a number of sight seers were permit- 
ted to file in. 
Everyone wanted a 


relic and most of them got one. 


Some one even picked up tne blood- 


stained handkerchief which had been 
used by Tracy to keep from bleeding 
:o death. Before he could carry the 
rewsome relic away he had to do it 
up in paper as it was too wet to place 
.n his pocket. 


Another man got the strap which 


had been pulled around his 
leg to 


keep Tracy from bleeding to death. 
That too, is soaked with blood which 
ran from the upper wound. Many 
locks of hair were carried away. 


Spokane, Wash., Aug. 7.—Sheriff's 


posses and others are disputing the 
ownership of Outlaw Tracey's body. 
Tracey's death was intensely tragic. 
For two days 'he had terrorized the 
occupants of Eddy ranch, then five 
Creston citizens took their rifles arid 
went after him. 


They knew tneir Business and did 


it without flinching; Sighting the 
men, and securing his rifle, 
Tracv 


sought cover behind a hay stack, es- 
caping several 
rifle 
bullets. 
The 


posse then found 
cover 
behind 
a 


large rock, and for a while it looked 
like a siege. Then Tracy broke for 
a small wheat field. This dash wafr 
his undoing, for he fell forward, a 
rifle bullet having broken one leg. 


Tracey plunged into the wheat, and 


his bloody trail there shows the sav- 
age determination of the man, for, 
after receiving the wound, he crawk"t 
5 "yards on his hands and knees iu 
order to reach a spot that would com- 
mand the posse and enable him to j 
pour a merciless rifle fire upon then). 
But once only was he able to 
fire 


from 
this 
vantage point. 
Then, 


weakened, by the loss of blood, 
lie 


tried to staunch bis wour.-l, failed, 
and with his revolver sent a bullet 
through his brain. 


None of the posse was 
wounded, 


though all of them had narrow es- 
capes. 
When they were firing irom 


the cover and every time this was 
done Tracey's rifle rang out and a 
bullet chipped the rock. 


Tracy's flight extended over a per- 


iod of 60 days. He traveled over 100 
miles across Oregon. 


The posse that will share the re- 


ward was made up as follows: C. A. 
Straub. deputy 
sheriff; Dr. E. 
C. 


Lanter, Maurice Smith, attorney; .T. 
J. Morrison, railway section foreman, 
and Frank Lillcngen. 


They were working on the informa- 


tion of the Goldfinch youth, who had 
been forcibly made the companion of 
the Oregon convict for over 24 hours 
at the ranch of L. B. Eddy. The party 
made all possible haste in getting to 
the ranch. When within a few hun- 
dred yards of the farm they encoun- 
tered Eddy mowing in one 
of 
hi> 


fields. While engaging him in con- 
versation they 
saw a man issuing 


from the barn door. 


"Is that Tracy?" asked one of the 


party. 


"It surely is," replied Eddy. 
The party separated, Lanter 
and 


Smith 
accompanying Eddy in the 


direction of the barn, while the other 
two men swung around to the other 
side. Two of the man-hunters step- 
ped behind the barn on a slight emi- 
nence, from which they could wacc'i 
everything that went on, and Eddy 
continued on up to the door. 


Tracy came from the barn and be- 


gan helping his host 
unhitch 
the 


horses. He carried no rifle, althougn 
he had his revolvers in place. 


The fugitive finally saw the men 


carrying rifles and turned sharply to 
Eddy, and said: "Who 
are 
those 


men?" 


"I don't see any men," said Eddy. 
Tracy pointed out the two men on 


the hill. Eddy informed his compan- 
ion who the men were, and the out- 
law made a leap for the barn dosr. 
The pursuers, stepping a bit closer, 
commanded "Hold up your hands." 
The outlay,- jumped behind Eddy a^ 
first placed the farmer and then his 
horse between himself and tho pur- 
suers. He commanded the farmer to 
lead his horse to tho barn, and re- 
mained under cover, moving toward 
shelter. 
When near the stable he 


broke and dashed inside. He quickly 
reappeared, rifle in hand, and started 
on a dead run. 


Running to a hay stack the des- 


perado fired two shots, but without 
his usual luck, neither bullet taking 
effect. 
Without waiting for further 


fighting Tracy made a dash down tho 
valley leading south from the barn, 
and headed for the brush. 


In an instant the man hunters wrr" 


off in pursuit, firing 
as they 
rar. 


Coming to a rock, Tracy dodged 
oe>- 


hind it, and resting his gun on Ih'j 
rock began a fusilade. Eight shot, in 
all were fired by the outlaw, not ono 
hitting its mark. 


He bolted for a wheat field 
olc?c 


by. At the edge of the field he stum- 
bled, falling on his face, and crawled 
into the grain on 
his 
hands and 


kr.ecs. 


Shortly after Tracy disappeared a 


shot was heard from tho direction o." 
the wheat. 


Tracy's dead body was found lyir.s 


amid the grain, with his faro turr.el 
toward the sky. His left hand, thrown

nal was set against tbe work train 
and the further fact that the telegraph 
operator informed Conductor Craig 
that the freight train had already left 
Collins, the next station west of 
Rhodes, and was then eastbound be- 
tween the two places."

waukee & St. Paul wreck of the work 
train by the eastbound local yesterday 
afternoon here wa-; the worst in year.;.

Such is the statement that trans- 
pired from the executive 
chambers 


where Senator C. C. Connell, of Col- 
umbiana County; Senator Longworth, 
Smith Bennett and Wade Ellis have 
been in session for the past two days. 
As drafted the village code will pro- 
vide for the election by the people ot 
a mayor, marshal, treasurer and clerk, 
together with a council of varying 
membership. 
The present boards o£ 


trustees of waterworks, gas and elec- 
tric light plants and cemeteries are 
to be merged in one board of general 
trustees made up of three elective 
members. 
They are to exercise all 


powers heretofore conferred upon ex« 
isting trustees. 
The Council of the 


village under 5,000 is to consist of six 
members elected at large. 
If above 


that number there will be two addi- 
tional councilmen for each 2,500 to he 
elected from councilmaaic districts* - 


The mayor is to be the police judge 


and in his absence the president of the 
council is to administer corrective jus- 
tice. 
The present provisions as to 


health and sanitation are to endure, 
and power is given to the council to 
provide for the establishment of aew» 
age disposal plants and farms. This 
provision is inserted because of the 
belief that either-the supreme court 
or the General Assembly will sooa 
fake a radical step toward wiping otit 
tho rapidly growing evil of polution o£ 
the water supply of the state. There 
arc some minor details yet to be de- 
termined before the code bill is finally 
approved.

BOERS NEED LIVE STOCK. 


Demand For American Sheep and 


Cattle In South Africa. 


The American farm that was drawn 


upon to supply horses and mules dur- 
ing the \rar in South Africa is to be 
drawn upon again to repair the havoc 
wrought by the war. says a special dis- 
patch from Washington to the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. Mr. Wilson, 
secretary of agriculture, has received a 
letter from E. R. Gobler, a prominent 
citizen of the Orange Free State, stat- 
ing that there is already a heavy de- 
mand in South Africa, particularly in 
the Orange Free State, for sheep and 
cattle for breeding, dairy and slaugh- 
tering purposes. 


During the war, Mr. Gobler writes, 


the Boers were compelled to kill their 
lire stock for subsistence and that 
they were unable to care for their 
herds or their crops. As a result the 
farms have Avell nigh been stripped of 
live stock of all kinds, aud tbe demand 
is strongly in favor of securing Ameri- 
can stock for the range?, feed stalls 
and dairies. Mr. Gobler has also in- 
formed the secretary of agriculture 
that there is a large demand for ma- 
chinery and agricultural implements of 
all kinds to replace the supply that was 
destroyed during tho progress of the 
war. 


POCKET CASH REGISTER. 


Yovel Machine That Will Ring tip 


E:x£>cn4lii«i7cs of Shoppers. 


A cash register to be carried in the 


pocket is the latest novelty to be add- 
ed to the list of Minneapolis manufac- 
tures, says the St. Louis Republic. It 
is a device by which a shopper may 
ring up the nickels as she spends them 
and thus keep exact tab on her finan- 
cial status. Also the commercial trav- 
eler by a simple wagging of the finger 
when he pays a hotel bill may avoid 
the brain racking ordeal of filling out 
his expense account 


The pocket cash register was invent- 


ed by Eli Zimmerman, a salesman. 
The register will record in amounts 
not less than 5 cents each up to a total 
of $100 before resetting. In dimensions, 
it is 21*. inches long and 1*4 wide and a 
Quarter of an inch in thickness. 


It is made of aluminium and weighs 


little. On the face is the register, tho 
first two indicators being for dollars 
and the third for cents. On the reverse 
side is the key for registering.

PHILIPPINE TOPICS. 


trty of an Educational Party Among 


tlic Igorrote.i. 


Some very interesting reports of n. 


half personal nature are coining into 
the war department from the Philip- 
pines, says the Washington correspond- 
ent of the New York Err-nuig 1'ost. 
One of the district superintendents of 
education writes picturesquely ot" the 
Igorrotes and their out of door life. He 
had gone to Btnguet to help establisn 
an agncultural school. The cooler cli- 
mate and clearer atmosphere made 
open air exercises possible there and a 
fire at evening nccessaiy. ' The piny 
woods, he writes, suggested borne, 
while the mountain scenery was varied 
and beautiful. The people were sim- 
ple, frank and honebt and possessed a 
sense of humor not to be observed in 
members of the Christian tribes. Their 
religion seemed to be very like that of 
the North American Indian. From a 
schoolboy the writer learned that they 
bMieved the sun to be the father of 
all, the moon a good big Igorrotf and 
the stars good little Igorrot^s. If the 
Igorrotos are good, the sun smiles, and 
if bad hides its face and weeps. They 
have many feasts and dances. In their 
dances the woman represents the dove 
and the man the orow. 


In time the route to Benguet will be 


hy r.uhoad to Dagupan and thence by 
hteh-ttay a distance of thirty-five miles 
to Baguio, the capital of Benguot. The 
go%ermm-nt is constructing this road, 
but it takes much money, time and en- 
gineering st ill. When it i» completed. 
Bcn^uet will be the health resort for 
resident American*. 


This educational party went from 


Manila to San Fernando by boat, then 
by an army ambulance a distance of 
twelve miles to Naguilian. where they 
took ponies. "When I saw my uuder- 
sizcd pony," writes the narrator, "I 
felt as if I 0113111 to curry him rather 
than he me To w me mounted on the 
little ft'llojvv, with Ftjrrui}s so short that 


my knees were none too far from inv

of the American teachers, both in their 
schools and in their homes."
